new tax deduction rules 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Several 
million self-employed Americans 
may be in for a rude surprise when 
they file iheir laxcs.ncxt year. 

They will no “longer be able to 
deduct a penny of the money they 
pay for health insurance. 

The 25 percent tax deduction for 
the self-employed expired at the end 
wf 1993. Lawmakers in both parties 
had expected to restore it and pro- 
vide an even more generous break 
this year as pan of health reform. 

But the tax deduction for the self- 
. employed has been buried for now 
in the wreckage of the health 
reform bills. 

"If’s kind of a shock.” said 
Rebecca Anderson, a legislative ■ 
analyst for the National Association 
for the Self-Employed. “It was

University with discrimination

The differing opinions came on 
the opening day of a trial in which 
the school's entire athletic program 
is charged with sexual discrimina- .

est law firm, are representing cur- 
rent and future women athletes at 
Brown. They claim the school's 
decision to cut funding for two 
women’s teams in 1991 was dis- 
criminatory and representative of a 
pattern of discrimination against all 
■Brown femaLe athletes. ■ - 

But' Brown lawyer Walter 
Connolly Jr. told U.S. District 
Court Judge Raymond Pcttinc the 
school has the "prc-cmihcnt athletic 
program for women in the counuj^." 

Brown ofTers 15 women’s varsity 
sports, well above the average of 
8.3 for NCAA Division I schools, 
and has 324 female athletes, nearly

“If Brown Univ.crsity can’t win 
this case. I don’t believe. any uni- 
versity is ever going to win (a Title 
IX case)," Connqlly said.

He noted Southeastern Conference, 
schools already offer two more 
women’s teams than men’s to avoid
